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LIVESTOCK jERODUOTION TO BB IICRSA3EB 


At & meeting held on 28 January, the Council cf Ministers, passed a reso- 
lution on notion by Dab-Koclol, Minister of Agriculture and Agricultural Reform, 
to promote lives took production and to as jure an adequate supply of neat and 
fats to the working population. The Counoil of Ministers resolved: 

1. That the Resolution of the Economic Caanlttee of the Council of Minis- 
ters of 7 December 1948 be ratified. This resolution, Program "H", on the de- 
velopment of livestock production covers the following points. 

a. To expend the source of feed supply by "better utilization of green 
pastures; an organized program of silo construction and conservation of feed; 
providing dehydrating equipment for sugar Mils to utilise waste far feed; in- 
creased p oduotlon of meal from meat scraps, meat hones, fish and other materi- 
als required in cattle raising; setting up of meohanlo&l dehydrating plants, 
and systematic distribution of oonoentrates to mall producers through the agenoy 
of the rural cooperative "Samopoc Chlopska" (Peasant Self-Help) and the coopera- 
tive dairies. 

"b. To systematize production and increase its quality "by organized 
professional Instruction on feeding and heeding hogs; setting up feeding con- 
sultation stations; systematic control of the milk production of cattle; ex- 
tension of the network of breeding stations; increased production of breeding 
stook, cattle and hogs; enlarged netvork of cooperative dairies and collection 
depots. ; 

The sum of 4,747,000,000 zlotys is allocated in + he investment plan eud 
1 ,^ 72 , 000,000 in the budget to increase livestock product on on email farms and 
state farms. 

2. Ofcat, in conjunction with the resolution of the Economic CoBtlttee of 
the Council of Ministers of 28 January 1949, * large-scale program of oontraot 
breeding of hogs on small- and medium-sized farms be initiated with the follow- 
ing stipulations 2 
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a. To contract at least one million hogs in 1949* 

b. To observe in the contracting program current prices paid by the 
Central Meat Board in each individual region. 

o* To pay producers a premium of 1,000 zlotya per head for delivery 
on echeduXe according to contract, 

d To grant advance payments on contracts to farmers who show a marked 
increase in production. 

3. That, in order to promote increased production, a system of additional 
aid and reduction of land tax be initiated as follows: 

a. Suspension of regulations pertaining to Increased taxation of 
specialized farming such as dairies and livestock farms. 


b. Reduction in land tax according to the table below for private and 
cooperative farmers supplying hogs in normal trade at market price s and under 
contract,.
